Call Leininger Too Young. 

Filling such positions are Leininger, Pat- 
fick McCarthy, and Frank W. Solon. Lein- 
inger, it is said, is too Foung a man for a 
more important post than that he now holds, 
while the other two are declared not of the 
proper caliber for the vacant post at the 
head of the department. 

“We expected our action in the Leininger 
case to be questioned,’* said President Low- 
er, but we felt it was for the best interests 
of the department and the city. If we were 
wrong the courts wil set it right, and it im- 
provement in the law is needed the sooner 
we find it out the better.“ 

The situation has aroused considerable in- 
terest in the city hall, as the department of 
streets has a long standing record as a 
‘close’ organization. Its members are al- 
lied to such an extent that charges never are 
filed against one of them, and all efficiency 
ratings areggiven as 100. 

An ordinance providing for the inspection 
of electric meters, similar to that relating to 
gas meters, was recommended by the council 
committee on gas, oil, and électric light. It 
provides that a consumer suspecting his me- 
ter may have an inspection made on making 
a deposit to cover the cost if the méter is cor- 
rect—that is, within 4 per cent of the stand- 
ard. If it is found incorrect he may claim a 
rebate for the preceding six months.

TO ARREST HOLDUP MEN. 


Preacher Declares He and Assistant Were 
Searched by Robbers, Who Said They 
Were Officers. 


The Rev. N. K. Clarkson, superintendent of 
the White Cross Mfanight Mission aseocia- 
tion, 6226 Marshfield avenue, complained to 
Lieut. Sullivan of the detective bureau yes- 
terday that an attempt to rob him and J. D 
Wakefleld, 5017 State street, his assistant. 
had been made at West Madison and Paulina 
streets early yesterday morning by th 
men, who represented themselves as police- 
men. He also said that two uniformed men, 
whom they appealed to, did not arrest the 
men, but advised the preacher and his com- 
panion to go home and mind their own busi- 
ness. 

The minister said that when he and Wake- 
field objected to being searched the men at- 
tempt to knock them down.

‘NO LIFE JOB IN CIVIL SERVICE 


State Board Secretary Denounces 
System Used in City. 


CIOAK FOR THE LOAFER. 


Man Who Thinks He Can’t Be Ousted 
Not Good Public Servant. 


* 

Why civil service should not guarantee a 
man a life job was explained yesterday by 
Joseph C. Mason, secretary of the state civil 
service commission. 

Unlike the city system in Chicago, which 
practically guarantees every man who passes 
the Initial examination a position for the rest 
of his days, the state method provides that 
one shall hold his place only as long as his 
work is efficiently performed. 

Mr, Mason set forth his views concerning 
this phase of civil service and indorsed the 
provision of the state system in a talk on 
Practical Civil Service before the Illinois 
Federation of Woman's Clubs in Oak Park. 

Mr. Mason made it clear that he was un- 
alterably opposed to any civ? service system 
that made it a cloak for the man who wanted 
to loaf on his job. 

It should be understood,“ he said, that 
the passing of an examination and appoint- 
ment is not a guaranty of Hfe tenure. It 
simply insures an employé a fair déal as long 
as he performs his duty earnestly and in- 
dustriously. It protects him from removal 
because of his religious or political belefs. 
It protects him from assessments for cam- 
paign purposes. 

The minute he begins to fee) the state 
owes him a living, that he cannot be re- 
moved, nO matter what he does, he is on the 
down grade and his tenure of employment 
becomes a matter of time. Removal for 
neglect of duty, insubordination, failure to 
obey the rules of the institution or depart- 
ment will follow. A state employé must do 
hie duty. 

Under the present system, if the appli- 
cant feels that he will be protected by civil 
service no matter what be does, he is not 
a fit employé and should be dropped imme- 
diately. An employé should know that he 
must do his duty in public service. When 
he is in this frame of mind and attends 
strictly to his duties he need have no fear of 
being molested. 

“The man who believes the state or city 
owes him a living is in a poor state of mind 
to become a meritorious public servant. It. 
would be far better for him to feel that he 
wants no success but that won by his own 
energy and brains.“

Favors Schools to Teach Trades. 

Organized labor’s attitude on the question 
of industrial education was set forth in a 
report to the convention today by the spe- 
cial committee’ appointed to investigate the 
subject. 

We favor the establishment of schools 
in connection with the public school system,”’ 
says the report, at which pupils between 
the ages of 14 And 16 may be taught the prin- 
ciples of the trades, not necessarily in sep- 
arate buildings, but in separate schools 
adapted to this particular education, and by 
competent and trained teachers. 

* The course of instruction in such a school 
should be English, mathematics, physics, 
chemistry, elemientary mechanics, and draw- 
ing. ‘the shop instruction for particular 
trades, and for each trade represented ihe 
drawing. mathematics, mechanics, physical, 
and biological science applicable to the trade. 
the history of that trade, and a sound system 
of economics, including and emphasizing the 
philosophy of collective bargaining.”

“ Accordingly, when the general assembly 
undertook the enactment of a second primary 
election law at the special session con- 
vened April 5 great care was taken to have 
the law gerieral in its application, so that 
its provisions should apply equally to the 
whole state. The bill enacted fulfilled these 
requirements.* It nevertheless was found 
unconstitutional by the Supreme court on 
other grounds. 

This act was found unconetitutional, 
first, because its title was not broad enough 
to cover all the subject matter of the bill 
and because in cities having a board of elec- 
tion commiasioners certain voters under its 
provisions were prevented from voting at 


the primary elections. In such cities electors : 


were not eligible to vote without registering 
within thirty days before an election, and 
the law did not furnish them an opportunity 
for so doing within thirty days of the pri- 
mary elections. 

A third ground of unconstitutionality was 
that under it voters were permitted to vote 
for only one member of the general assem- 
bly, while the court held that they were en- 
titled to vote for all candidates that the 
central ‘committees of their respective par- 
ties might determine to nominate, which in 
practice, under our system of minority rep- 
resentation, has, with one.exception, never 
been more than two. 


Third Law’s Faults Analyzed. 

The third law, the direct primary election 
law, was declared unconstitutional on two 
grounds. One was the provision in the act 
permitting the voter to vote for as many 
candidates for representative in the general 
assembly as the central committee of his 
party determined should be nominated. 

The second ground of unconetitutionality 
was that the provisions of the act relative 
to registration of voters denied the right to 
vote at primary elections to certain classes 
of voters. As this provision of the primary 
law was taken from the City elections act 
which already had been passed upon by 
the Supreme court, it was thought safe to in- 
corporate it in the third primary measure 
and that it ‘would not be open to attack 
upon its conetitutionality. Nevertheless the 
court declared the = fe unconstit ution- 


al. 
Repealing Section Falls Also? 

“The act of 1008 is held unconstitutional 
as a whole. It may be, therefore, that the 
repealing section also fails. Nevertheless,

SUSPEND THESE. CITY EMPLOYES. 

Without intent to prejudge in’ the small- 
est particulars the city officials and em- 
ployés whose acts, are called into question 
by the charges growing out of the allow- 
ance of extras to Contractor M. H. Me- 
Govern, Tax Tarsune submits that there 
are among them men whose continuance 
in office at this time is not justified. 

It they be cleared completely by the in- 
vestigation now being conducted by the 
Merriam commission their return to their 
plates would be welcomed. If they. be 
not cleared it will be apparent, then, that 


should have dated from the time they 
were called to account. 

It should be manifest to the higher offi- 
clals of the city government and to the 
men under fire that there is no decent al- 
ternative to this course of action. No 
formal charges have been preferred 
against any man in the bureaus under 
the supervision of the department of pub- 
lic works, but the council has taken 
cognizance of the disclosures, the special 
financial commission of the city is sifting 
the evidence, and the employés and offi- 
cials, whether they, choose to acknowl- 
edge it or not, are on trial. 

In justice to themselves they should see 
the necessity of meeting the issue fairly 
and equarely. If they cannot see it the 
heads of the city government should act 
for them and refnove them until the facts 
have been ascertained. To do so would 
not be to confess error or acknowledge 


-guilt, and would not be so construed. 


If the inquiry had taken the customary 


civil service commission and the question 
would be the discharge of the men re- 
sponsible for any wrongdoing proved 
against them, or it would be before the 
grand jury and the question would be 
their indictment. In either case the sus- 
pension of the employés and officials un- 
der fire would be a proper part of the 
proceedings. 

In this case the investigation is a pre- 
liminary to other action, if it de not an 
end to the matter, but the men are in ex 
actly the same position, although the pro- 
cedure is different. Mayor Busse and his 


sponsibility should be carried, but it is 
apparent to every one that certain of the 
officials and employés should be separated 
from the service temporarily at least. 

This certainly should apply to Engineer 
Ralph A. Bonnell, who took documents 
to his home and now makes the state- 
ment that they were stolen. Paul Redie- 
ske, assistant commissioner of public 
works, may inquire of himself if it does 
not apply to him, and Mayor Busse win 
be able to pick out the others whose con- 
nection with the sewer building in Law- 
rence avenue makes their connection with 
the city hall, at least for the time being, 
a thing not to be desired. 


WHAT A SMOKING ENGINE CAN DO 
A cloud of dense smoke pouring up 
from a locomotive standing under the 


tracks of the Metropolitan L' road at 


Canal street enveloped a motorman in 
pitchy darkness. The result was that he 
ran his train into one in front of it. 
Nine persons were hurt. 

This is a commentary on the recent as- 
surances of railroad managers and em- 
ployés that their energetic efforts are 
making the smoke nuisance a negligibie 
quantity as far as the railroads are con- 

cerned. Manifestly there is one fireman 
whom reform agencies have not yet got 
hold of. It is unfortunate that he is un- 
known. Otherwise the smoke inspector 
might not consider it inconsistent with 
his policy to begin suit against him. 

This “ regrettable incident” may be re- 
garded as closed as far as that anony- 
mous fireman is concerned. It would be 
expedient, however, to adopt some pre- 
cautions for the future. Some deputy in- 
spector might keep an eye on the tracks 
along which Alton, Pennsylvania, and 
Burlington engines are continually mov- 
ing and note their violations of the smoke 
ordinance. Otherwise another motorman 
may be blinded with more disastrous re- 
sults. 

It is hardly necessary to observe that 
if the tracks had been electrified the care- 
lessuess or contempt. for law of the fire- 
man would have been eliminated and 
there would have been no accident.

IMPROVE LEGAL PROCEDURE IN 
FEDERAL COURTS. 
President Taft says: “When I think 
of the number of things congress ought to 
do I am staggered lest it may not find 
time fo do them.“ It is the habit of con- 
gress to be extremely slow about doing 
the things it ought to do except when 
some driving force is brought to bear on 
it. Thus Mr. Roosevelt extorted from re- 
luctant congresses legislation which other- 
wise Would have been still under discus- 
sion. So President Taft may count him- 


self fortunate if he shall be given by this 


congress legislation on a fraction of the 
subjects on his program. 

There is one among them which con- 
gress cannot decently refuse to pass on rt 
the coming session. It should provoke no 
discussion and encounter no opposition. 
It is the appointment of a commission to 
take up the subjeet of improving civil 
and criminal procedure in the federal 
courts, so that there may be an approach 
to speedy justice. This is a subject about 
which President Taft spoke forcibly in 
Chicago, and he reverted to it. when in 
Richmond at the close of his trip. 

As he says, a reformed federal pro- 
cedure would form a model for the states. 
Most of them need one badly, and none 
more than Illinois, So congress, by mak- 
ing provision for the appointment of a 
commission, will be paving the way for 
the relief of litigants in state as well as 
federal courts, ö 


EX-GOV. MURPHY WOULD ASSESS 
OFFICEHOLDERS. 

When the best thought of all political 
parties is bent to the task of increasing 
the efficiency of the civil service, whether 
national, state, or, municipal, and of min- 
imizing the influence of politics upon pub- 
lie servants, a reactionary note is sounded 
by Franklin Murphy, ex-governor of New 
Jersey, who not only seems to believe 
that the civil service system of appoint- 
ment or merit impairs efficiency, but en- 
thusiastically advocates the plan that of- 
ficeholders shall pay the party which gave 


them their positions. He says: 

I believe that every officeholder who owes his 
position to the fact that he is a party man should 
contribute annually to the support of his party. 
This applies to every officeholder, including the 
judges of our highest courts, governors, mayors, 
and other great numbers of salaried employés 
who owe their living to their party fdentification. 


It is not likely that Mr. Murphy’s 
views will meet with support even from 
opponents of the merit system, but he 
should at least be credited with absolute 
frankness. Like Flanagan of Texas, he 
wants to know “ What are we here for, 
anyway?”

Lord Annaly, who seceded from the Liberal party in 
consequence of his objections to the financial schemes 
of Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd-George, and who 
has joined the Unionists, is a member of the heuse- 
hold of the prince of Wales and one of the latter's 
lords in waiting. Extremely good looking, he is one 
of the most ornamental figures of the Marlborough 
house circle, where, as also in London society, he re- 
joices in the nickname of “Sloper.” 

The origin of his peerage is romantic. His great- 
grandfather hailed from the Isle of Man, drifte 1 ove 
to Dublin, where he became the errand boy of a second 
hand book seller, and then, being ambitious, started 
in business for himself in the same line. One day 
he found a lottery ticket in the pages of an old second 
hand book which he had purchased with a job lot ata 
public sale. Fortunately for himself, he failed in hie 
efforts to dispose of the ticket and it was left on his 
hands, winning a prize of $100,000, which proved ihe 
foundation of his fortune. He died a milliona‘re andi 
a member of parliament, and while three of his ons 
had seats in the house of commons, the fouth became 
Lord Annaly, and purchased from the last ae d Car- 
hampton the estate of Luttrellstown. 

Luttrellstown, which now is known as W 18 
situated in the county of Dublin and took its former 
name from the Luttrell family, of which the earl of 
Carhampton was the chief, and which had owned the 
place since the reign of King Henry VI. It is beau- 
tifully situated on the banks of the Liffey, about four 
miles from the Irish capital, and among its most famous 
owners have been the “ Wicked” Earl Carhampton, who 
was reputed to have sold his soul to the ievil, and 
Col. Luttrell, the opponent of Wilkes at the memorable 
Middlesex election, some 100 years ago. 

Lord Annaly was for many years master of the 
Pytchley pack, is known as one of the finest riders 
in England, and in olden days used to drive in Lon- 
don in one of those extremely smart but rather old 
fashioned cabriolets, attended by a diminutive tiger 
standing on tiptoe on a footboard at the back, and 
steadying himself on his insecure perch by means 
of a pair of straps, to which he was suspended most 
of the time. The cabriolet was succeeded by a per- 
fectly appointed dog cart and tandem, which is not 
an easy outfit to drive through the crowded streets 
of London. In course of time the tandem gave way 
to an American buggy, which still occupies the chief 
place in the favor of Lord Annaly, who remains blind 
to the advantages of the automobile. He shows an 
equal amount of conservatism in the matter of cards, 
sets his face against bridge, and is one of the few 
remaining poker players in smart society. 

Lord Annaly was at one time a particular crony 
of King Edward, when the latter still was prince of 
Wales, but forfeited for a number of years this royal 
friendship through his treatment, it is said, of the 
lady who now is marchioness of Ripon. Lord Annaly, 
then Luke White, was exceedingly devoted to her dur- 
ing her first marriage, to the late Lord Lonsdale, ard 
during the early stages of her widowhood. After 
the requisite lapse of time their engagement was an- 
nounced, and then the Hon. Luke married instead the 
immeasurably richer sister and heiress of the late 
Viscount Clifden, the Hon. Lilah Agar-Ellis. It is 
through her that he became the owner of Holdenby 
house in Northamptonshire, which is his favorite home, 
and which has been immortalized in Whyte-Melville's 
most popular novel, “ The Queen’s Marys.” 

Lady Annaly was one of the most popular beauties 
in English society prior to her marriage; her beauty, 
much of which she retains, being of the golden haired, 
blue eyed order, while Lord Annaly’s good looks are 
shared by his brothers, the Hon. Charles and the Hon. 
Henry White, both of whom took part in the Jameson 
raid, were condemned to death by the Boer tribunals 
at Pretoria, and then were sent back under close arrest 
to England, where they served a term of imprisonment 
in Holloway jafl for the réle which they played in 
connection with the affair.

People in England are beginning to grumble at the 
bullding operations of King Edward, who in his sixty- 
ninth year seems to have developed an unholy liking 
for bricks and mortar. He has been indulging in 
extensive building operations at Sandringham, at 
Windsor castle, at Balmoral (where the entrance has 
been shunted to what was formerly the back of the 
castle), at Hampton Court palace, where’ elaborate 
alterations are in progress, at Holyrood, and even at 
Barton manor, on the Osborne estate, In the Isle of 
Wight, where additions to the house are in order. 
While most of these building operations leave the 
people indifferent, they are far from being pleased 
with the alterations in Buckingham palace and along 
the Mall, nor do they approve of the entrance thereto 
from Trafalgar square. In fact, Edward VII. is being 
subjected to much the same criticism as his nephew, 
Emperor William, has suffered at the hands of the 
Berliners, in his attempt to beautify his capital, and 
the king is being accused by his Heges of “ Potsdam-

Investigating Commission Hears 

the Arguments of Big 
Business Men. 


The Illinois commission which is investi- 
gating fire insurance rates did not get exactly 
what it was looking for yesterday. The com- 
missioners listened to a half dozen witnesses, 
not representing the insurance companies, 
and the consensus of their testimony was 
that the state can In afford to adopt a rate 
law which would tend to interfere with the 
business of legitimate concerns. 

Arthur Hawxhurst, who is in control of the 
fire insurance business for Marshal) Field & 
Co., was the chief witness at the afternoon 
session in the La Satie hotel. Mr. Hawx- 
hurst emphatically declared that the great 
mercantile and business firms were satisfied | 
‘sith the rates as long as they are paid into 


the treasuries of companies which can pay 
their losses when losses come. 


Would Aid Legitimate Concerns. 

Mr. Hawxhurst said that the big concerns 
ure well able to carry thier own insurance, 
but that they wish to do all in their power 
to keep the substantial fire insurance com- 
panies in business, in view of the fact that 
retail houses all through the central west 
are carrying stocks of merchandise pur- 
chased from the Chicago wholesalers upon 
terms which are based on credit, and where 
the local insurance is a matter of prime im- 
portance to the wholesalers. 

The general tone of the testimony indi- 
cated that the business interests wish the 
state to proceed with the utmost caution in 
going into the rate making business. 

One of the witnesses urged that the com- 
panies themselves were the only sources of 
real information. :

Among the witnesses. were John Mann of 
Morris, Mann & Reilly, J. A. Budinger of 
Keith Bros., O. A. Ibsen of the Chicago Credit 
Men’s association, C. W. Bishop of the local 
underwriters’ association, and G. A. Moisant, 
president of the Illinois Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents.

When 
a principal for the Talcott school, the largest 
elementary school, was to be chosen, the 
district superintendents searched about and 


came to Chicago and was placed in the second 
group. He 92 — as one ot the best 
principals in our system. But Mr. Wight, 
although he is doing the work of a principal 
of the first group, is held to a salary of $1,800, 
the minimum of the second. According to our 
promotional scheme it will be eight or nine 
yéars before he will reach the maximum sal- 
ary for principals of the first group, in which 
class he belongs according to the work he 
is doing. The same conditions hold good for 
other principals.” 


Trouble in the Rules. 
The whole trouble lies in the third clause of 
the rules for the promotion of principals,” 
declared Mrs. Young after the session. “ It 
states that a principal to go from the second 
to the first group must reach the maximum 
of the lower group, serve there for a year, 
and then be promoted. To advance from the 
minimum ealary to the maximum of the 
second group, the rules providing for an ad- 
vance of $100 a year, means eight years, the 
extremes of salary being $1,800 and $2,600. 
So in case a principal ie chosen for a first 
group school, as was Mr. Wright, where ts 
your recognition of merit? It ls a system 
that could stand in no other business or pro- 
fession.”’ 
Mre. Young is also preparing a new salary 
schedule for. teachers of the elementary 
schools which ts designed to correct injustices 
which have produced many and long stand- 
ing complaints.

Extends Life Ten Years. 


The committee on revision of the constitution 
recommended that the National association renew 
its agreement for ten years, or until Bept. 6, 1921. 
The present agreement was entered into at Chicago 
on Sept. 6, 1901, and was to run for ten years, or 
until 1911. President Norris L. O'Neill of the 
Western league and W. H. Lucas of the North- 
west league voted against the renewal of the 
agreement at this time, advancing the theory that 
next year would be.a better time to doit. Both 
O'Neill and Lucas stated that they did not want 
it thought they were against the plan, but that 
their negative vote was simply a protest against 
renewal at this time. 

Chicago was awarded the next annual meeting 
of the association. The vote on the question was 
nine for Chicago, five for Louisville, two for Rock 
Island, ang one for New York City. The campaign 
for Chicago was led by President O'Neill! of the 
Western league. Several members were in favor 
of holding the meeting in a minor league city, but 
the central location of Chicago won the battle. 


Rule for Contract Jumpers, 

A resolution that the National association do all 
in its power to advance the welfare of the players 
was adopted. A rule providing that players must 
be under contract before they can play a game 
with any club also was adopted. Formerly the 
time allowed to a player to sign a contract varied 
from seven to fifteen days or games. It also was 
decided to follow in the wake of the major leagues 
in the punishment of contract and reserve jumpers. 
The new rule provides a suspension of five years 
for breaking a contract and three years for violat- 
ing a reserve. : 

A. D. Heins of the Roanoke Virginia league club 
asked that the classification of a league be based 
upon average population of its cities rather than 
upon the entire population of its circuit.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Money was in short supply 
today, ‘which necessitated borrowing from the 
Bank of England. Discounts were easy, but the 
bank intends to make the 6 per cent rate effective 
and refuses to discount short bills under 54 per 
cent.

Subway Affairs Drifting. 

There are no specia] developments as yet 
in the Chicago Subway situation. The com- 
pany owes at least $11,500,000 floating debt 
and the earnings are not equal toone-tenth of 
the interest charges. 

For some time it has been known that the 
lenders who have advanced the $11,500,000 
believe there is no way for the company to 
lighten its burdens except by a reorganizga- 
tion and probable receivership. A scaling of 
50 per cent in the outstanding bond issue of 
$17,000,000 is one of the remedies proposed, 
These bonds are actually selling at 50 cents, 
so that the suggestion of reduction in the 
bonds by one-half is merely in accordance 
with the present market value. 

The death of E. H. Harriman, of course, 
removed a strong element in the company’s 
affairs, not only so far as the present is con- 
cerned but also the future. In time the rail- 
roads would have owned the tunnels, letting 
out from under the holders of the $11,500,000 
notes. As matters now stand there is no one 
pushing the railroad ownership proposition 
and the company’s affairs are drifting. It is 
not expected that further funds will be ad- 
vanced by the Harriman-Armour interests 
until some satisfactory reorganization shall 
have been agreed upon. 


Shipbuilding Enlarges Facilities. 

The pamphlet report of the American Ship- 
building company has been issued. The 
statement was published at the 
time of the annual meeting in October. The 
full report contains statistics concerning the 
company’s operation. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1900, there were launched ten 
vessels of a carrying capacity of 60,500 net 
tons. 

Enlargement of the smaller dry dock at 
Superior was completed and the plant 18 
now equipped with two dry docks capable of 
receiving the largest vessels on the lakes. 
A new 700 foot dry dock at the Buffalo plant 
was begun and nearly completed within the 


year. 
The action of the Dominion of Canada in 
placing a duty of 25 per cent on all repairs 
done to Canadian vessels at United States 
yards went into effect on July 1, 1908, and 
since that time the American Shipbuilding 
company has been making preparations for 
the establishment of a yard on the Cana- 
diam side in order to avold the loss of what 
has been an important part of the company’s 
business.

President Wallace of the company an- 
nounces that sixteen vessels have been con- 
tracted for to be constructed during the cur- 
rent fiscal year. In addition orders for four 
other vessels of the 9,000 ton class have been 
received, bringing the total up to 20, the 
highest in the history of the company.
